Encouraged by sizable pluralities in 
the primaries, opponents of mayors 
in three of "Wisconsin's larger cities 
today prepared to carry their fights 
to the very eve of the elections to be 
held April 7. 


In another city—Sheboygan—the 


incumbent topped the list of candi- 
dates/Mayor Herman Schuelke poll- 
ing 2,746 votes against 2,361 for Otto 
Geussenhainer. They outstripped the 
other two candidates with ease. 


George H. Herzog, Democrat,'gave 


notice that Mayor William-H. Arm- 
strong, Republican, Is in for a fin- 
ish fight in Racine. The former tal- 
lied 8.033 votes while Armstrong 
counted 5,293—r2,740 down, to the man 
•who is leading the attempt to oust 
him. • 


One of the most surprising fea- 


tures of the Racine balloting was the 
support given William J. Swoboda, 


. SdciaUst mayoral candidate. He poll- 


ed 2,060, the largest Socialist vote re- 
corded there in years. 


Armstrong, center of a heated con- 


troversy -between the City council 
and the school board, and the target 
of charges of using his official posi- 
tion for the advancement of a private 
business enterprise in which he is al- 
leged to be Interested, saw his power 
tottering as one of his aldermanic 
supporters was eliminated in the pri- 
maries and eight others were run- 
ning second-td' opposition candidates. 
Andjrew Peterson of the Ninth ward, 
failed of renomJnatlon. He had sup- 
•iwrted; Armstrong's 'administration.

Baxter'Leads At Superior 


Fred A.' Baxter, mayor of Superior 


forv 11; years,-made good in the first 
step of his attempted political come- 
back by outrunning Mayor George 
G-. Dietrich, to- whom he lost In 1929. 
They will renew their contest next 
month. Baxter polled 4,874 votes to 
Dietrich's 4.2SO. The two other candi- 
dates, Clare 
Wlldner and George 


Kane, finished in order, far in the 
rear. 


Baxter retired from politics two 


years ago when defeated by Diet- 
rich. Two years before, he was the 
object of a recall movement In con- 
nection with a change in the system 
of the city's, government. 
He car- 


ried the controversy to the state su- 
preme court* but lost. 


Mayor John E. Langdon of La 


Crosse, and Joseph J. Verchota, 
whom he defeated in the last election 
will resume their political feud April 
7. Both were nominated yesterday. 
Langdon received 2,951 votes to Ver- 
chota's 3,044. The comparatively few 
votes cast for their two opponents 
classed them as also-rans. 


Emerging from-a field of 14 candi- 


dates, the largest to seek office since 
the commission form of government 
was adopted in Fond du Lac, Paul 
W. Thiel, incumbent, and Albert 
Huclsman will match votes three 
weeks hence for the 
office of city 


commissioner. Thiel counted 1,298 
votes yesterday, and Huelsman 1.103. 


Office-seekers entered the Sheboy- 


gan primary to force for the post of 
municipal judge, but since only two 
could be nominated nine were disap- 
pointed. The laurels went to E H 
Puhr, for whom 2,438 ballots were 
cast, and A. Matt Werner, who re- 
ceived 1,216. The Rev. Herman Strue- 
bling. who retired from the ministry 
to take up salesmanship and follow- 
ed -with a bid for political -recogni- 
tion, finished ninth with 233 votes.

Negroes And 
Police Clash 
During Riot 


150 Longshoremen Arrested 


in New Orleans in Strike 


• Controversy 


New Orleans—UP)—Negro 
long- 


shoremen, on strike along the New 
Orleans water front, fired on police- 
men today during a riot in which 150 
arrests were made. 


None was reported -wounded by 


bullets but several persons were 
treated for minor injuries received in 
the clash. 


Those arrested were charged with 


offenses ranging from loitering and 
disturbing the peace to carrying con- 
cealed weapons and violating a fed- 
eral injunction against disorderly 
conduct in 
the strike. 
Weapons 


were taken from a score of prison- 
ers.

Police said the Negroes, part of 


the group of river front workers 
which went on strike about a month 
ago In protest against a wage cut 
of 15 cents an hour by four steam- 
ship companies, met after midnight 
at a hall and formed a marching 
body of about 200 .which headed for 
the river. Officers said the march- 
ers intended to 
intimidate strike- 


breakers who are taken on guarded 
tugs each morning to the ships being 
worked In tho harbor. 


The marchers were sighted at a 


distance by the detail of dock police. 
The officers called out the riot squad 
and all available police from pre- 
cincts throughout the city were con- 
centrated at the river front. 


Arriving at tho docks shortly be- 


fore dawn, the marchers were met 
by the police who ordered the crowd 
to disperse. Retreating to neigh- 
boring streets, the Negroes broke up 
Into small groups, hissing and booing 
the police. 
Snipers at 
strategic 


points then opened- fire on the of- 
ficers, withholding fire, rushed Into 
the crowd to make arrests, disarm- 
ing several members of the mob 
and rounding up the small groups 
in patrol wagons.

CALHOUN'S BIRTH 


On March IS,-1782; John C. Cal- 


houn, distinguished American 
statesman, was born in Abbeville 
district, South Carolina. 


Entering Yale college in 1802, Cal- 


houn was graduated two years later 
with .high honors. He resumed the 
study <pf law, which he began at 
the age 6f 18, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1807. The next year he 
was sent to the State Legislature 
in South Carolina where he attract- 
ed so much attention as to secure 
an election to Congress in 1811. 


Calhoun later served as secretary 


of war under Monroe and vice presi- 
dent under John Quincy Adams and 
then under Jackson. In 1829 Cal- 
houn declared that a state can nul- 
lify unconstitutional laws, and in 
his "Address to the People of South 
Carolina" three years later, set 
forth his theory of state sovereign- 
ty. On the passing of the nullifica- 
tion ordinance by his state he re- 
signed the vice presidency and en- 
tered the Senate, where he became 
a champion 
of the 
slayeholding 
states. 


Calhoun, Henry Clay and Daniel 


Webster are often called "the great 
triumvirate" of American political 
orators of their time.

There Is much about children that 


we do not understand. Because we do 
not underutand we blunder along in 
the dark, occasionally coming upon 
the right thing, often the wrong 
thing.

We must study to find the cause of 
the child's difficulty, remove It if 
possible, explain the situation to the 
parents, and go on from there with 
courage and faith in the service of 
the child.

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ptex.H has anything of importance 
been done? I do not think so. I want 
to know WJHY toe boy Menu lazy, 
why the child t» inattentive, what is 
meant by » complex. Words do not 
help unless they indicate a way out 
.Now what Is the way out tor the lazy 
child, th» Inattentive child, the child 
whose mind is pre-occupled with 
some Interest other than the neces- 
sary one? 


First, study the child In his home, 


in the playground, in the classroom 
and in doing so, study every other 
person who touches his life in any 
way. You may find the answer in the 
people who surround the child, in his 
companions, In his actions. Actions 
are the clearest of all languages. A 
child does what his thought sets. 
What he thinks, that he does in spite 
of all the protestations to the con- 
trary. 


And how shall we get him to think 


right? I wish I knew. All thinking 
is based upon experiences and the 
kind and quality of the interpreta- 
tion of experiences depends upon 
something that is a mystery to me. 
One child will interpret an experi- 
ence lo his good while another will 
misinterpret it woefully. We have to 
keep exposing the child to experi- 
ences. the more varied the better, un- 
til we find a line that his mind wil- 
lingly follows. We catch that and 
work from that toward the others he 
believes he needs. In that lies the sci- 
ence of education and it is not to be 
caught in the twinkling of an eye.

'Jf in pursuance of its business of 


appeasing illicit appetites of respec- 
table people, the underworld is com- 
pelled to commit crimes some meas- 
ure of responsibility for these crimes 
must be attached 
to the people 


whose illicit appetites are satisfied 
by these practices,"

modities offered by the ^underworld 
were liquor, sex and gambling and 
all three finJ patrons among the up- 
per strata of civilization.

James H. Breasted, director of th 


Oriental institute, is conimundcr-in 
chief of the expeditions. The Perse 
polls archaeologists will bo at worl 
this summer. The site ot the city 
marked by walls and columns rising 
above the plans, Is inland from th 
Persian gulf, near Shlraz. 


The Institute this summer also wll

Pcrsepolls, built by Darius In the 


fifth century before Christ, was not- 
ed chiefly for its "Palace of the King 
of Kings," built by Xerxes. Xerxes 
was murdered in one of his palaces 
In 4C5 B. C. and in 381 B. C. Alex- 
ander the Great burned Persepolis In 
retaliation for Xentee' destruction of 
Athens a century before. 


Xerxes is linked with the epochal 


Greek defense at the 
Thermopylae 


pass where Leonldas and 1,400 Thes- 
pians. Thoblans and Spartans died 
holding back the Persians. It was on 
that expedition that Xerxes burned 
Athens.
